ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the Lisbon Lions Club. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the Lisbon Public Library. (By Request) 
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ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the Lisbon Fast Squad. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000.00 
to replace the bridge on the Sym Noyes Road with a culvert. This sum to come from the 
fund balance (surplus) and no amount to be raised by taxes. (Recommended by the Select- 
men.) 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,000.00 
to be added to the Highway Department Equipment Fund Capital Reserve Account. (Rec- 
ommended by the Selectmen.) 


ARTICLE 17. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,280.00 
to be added to the Fire Department Equipment Fund Capital Reserve Fund. (This amount 
is the balance from the 1998 Town Budget.) (Recommended by the Selectmen.) 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to close the Dump Fund Escrow Account and 
to transfer the moneys and interest accrued to the Town’s General Fund. The amount in the 
account on December 31, 1998 was $69,827.71. (Recommended by the Selectmen.) 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000.00 
for the purchase of a used pumper for the Fire Department with the moneys coming from the 
following accounts: $15,000.00 from the Fire Department Equipment Capital Reserve 
Fund, and $35,000.00 from the Unreserved Fund Balance. (Recommended by the Select- 
men.) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate from the Unreserved 
Fund Balance the sum of $34,827.71 plus interest from January Ist, 1999 to form a new 
Capital Reserve Account to be called “Dump Fund Closure Stage Two Fund.” And further- 
more, to designate the Board of Selectmen as Agents to expend from this Capital Reserve 
Fund. This results in a zero dollar charge to the Town and allows for the purchase of a 
pumper for the Fire Department without raising any new monies by taxes. (Recommended 
by the Selectmen.)

AGENCY INFORMATION 


Brief Description of Requesting Agencies 


North Country Council, Inc. 


North Country Council, Inc. is a technical resource which is available to help commu- 
nities manage development, plan their futures and cope with change. The following is a 
partial list of the benefits that the community of Landaff can take advantage of if it CHOOSES 
to become a member of the North Country Council: 

Participation in the regional transportation planning process. Technical assistance 
with solid waste and household hazardous waste collections. Community planning, on- 
site planning board training, GIS mapping, workshops and seminars. 

The Town dues will vary each year, either up or down, based on your Town’s valuation 
and population as a percentage of the entire Region’s valuation. The amount is computed 
using a formula which has been in use for 25 years. 

This year’s computation of Landaff’s dues is $269.59. Your dues are used as a match 
for State and Federal funds which support the Council’s local and regional planning/ 
development programs. As a member, you are entitled to participate in regional planning 
projects, receive local technical assistance and use and participate in the Council’s Re- 
gional Resource Center. 


Grafton Country Senior Citizens 


Grafton Country Senior Citizens, Inc. is requesting an appropriation in the amount of 
$200.00 from the Town of Landaff for 1999. This represents a per capita amount of $0.75 
per each of the 267 Landaff residents aged 60 or older. 


During 1998, 12 older residents of Landaff were able to make use of one or more of 
GCSCC’s services offered through the Littleton and Haverhill Area Senior Center. These 
individuals enjoyed 102 balanced meals in the company of friends in a senior dining room, 
were transported to health care providers or other community resources on 16 occasions by 
our lift-equipped buses, and found opportunities to put their talents and skills to work for 
a better community through 65 hours of volunteer service. The cost to provide these 
services for Landaff residents in 1998 was $1,232.96. 


GCSCC very much appreciates the support of the Landaff community for services 
which enhance the independence and dignity of our older citizens and assists them to meet 
the challenges of aging in place.

American Red Cross 


The American Red Cross stands ready to serve those in need because “help can’t wait.” 
For the residents of Landaff, the Greater White Mountain Chapter responds when fires, ice 
storms or other disasters strike. As in years past, we are grateful to towns such as yours that 
provide support to the Red Cross. 


On behalf of our clients, Board of Directors, volunteers and staff, we respectfully 
request consideration for a Red Cross appropriation in your 1999 Annual Town Budget. 
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Funding would support at the rate of $0.40 (forty cents) per resident. We have not increased 
this request since 1992, even though the cost of our services continues to rise. 


The mission of the Red Cross is to help people prevent, prepare for and respond to 
emergencies. Responding to emergencies includes providing disaster relief services, and 
Red Cross volunteers are trained to coordinate and provide for the basic human needs of 
disaster victims, 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. 


This direct emergency assistance includes vouchers for food, clothing, medicine, 
emergency shelter, emergency home repairs and basic household necessities; thorough 
damage assessments and building repair estimates; and emergency mental health counsel- 
ing. In addition, Red Cross disaster volunteers work as the liaison between and among 
other nonprofit human service organizations on behalf of disaster victims to coordinate 
other identified needs such as fuel assistance, emergency pet care, donations of needed 
goods and services, pre-disaster needs, etc. All direct assistance from the Red Cross is based 
on verified, disaster-caused needs. WE NEVER SEND A BILL FOR THESE SERVICES - 
EVER - NO MATTER HOW COSTLY, OR HOW LONG WE MUST STAY ON THE SCENE 
OF A DISASTER. 


Lisbon Lions Club 


The Lisbon Lions Club is a group of approximately forty-five men and women from 
the Towns of Lisbon, Lyman and Landaff that is dedicated to the support of the youth of the 
three Towns. Through our various fund-raisers, donations from various individuals and 
organizations and the support of the three Towns, we are able to support all non-interscho- 
lastic sports programs of the three Towns for both boys and girls. We operate and maintain 
the ski tow (weather permitting,) the skating rink, swimming pool and, in conjunction with 
New England Wire, we operate the basketball and tennis courts that are located on property 
leased from New England Wire. We are currently involved with another joint venture with 
New England Wire to build two new little league fields in back of the former Clark’s Garage. 
In the fall, an additional soccer field will be available in this same area. The Lions Club 
supports Lions Sight First that provides eyeglasses and hearing aids for people who cannot 
afford them. We run programs at Halloween and Christmas at the schools; we conduct Santa 
visits for the needy and those who want a visit from Santa on Christmas Eve; we support 
various educational programs at the Lisbon School. We sponsor a scholarship for a student 
from LRHS who is planning on a career in community service. We run programs for Senior 
Citizens such as a turkey dinner at Thanksgiving time. 


Our main community service project for this year is to build a memorial for all the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars from 1941 until the present time. Anyone with information about 
Veterans from Lisbon from this era, please contact any Lions Member or Frank Clark, 
Chairman. Our long-range goal is building a new community swimming pool to replace 
the existing one that was built in 1948. Plans are now being circulated through the various 
State and Federal agencies for approval. The tentative construction date is the spring of 
2000. We are always available to make donations to worthy causes in our area. Please 
support your Lisbon Lions Club through the recycling of aluminum cans at the Lisbon 
landfill and by supporting our various fund-raisers. Thank you for your continued support.

Hospice Of The Littleton Area 


The Hospice of the Littleton Area, which serves the Town of Landaff, is requesting

Our Hospice has served 61 terminally ill patients this year to date and our volunteers 
have given over 1,100 hours of direct service to these patients and their families. There is 
no charge to patients or families for our services. 


Our program also sponsors four support groups which are free of charge and open to 
the public. Forty-three individuals have attended these support groups this year. 


Our agency’s primary source of funding is the generous and kind support which the 
towns of the North Country provide. The funds provided by the Town of Landaff are vitally 
important to continue and expand hospice services. 


Thank you so much for your support in the past and for your consideration for this 
coming year.

Haverhill Community Resources, Inc. 


Haverhill Community Resources, Inc. merged with Western Grafton Juvenile Diver- 
sion to form a single nonprofit organization this past year. We provide the community at 
large, many resources, one of which is the Haverhill Area Teen Center. The HATC provides 
local teens with a safe and supportive environment to engage in social interactions with 
their peers. It also expands the quality of local teen and adult relationships. 


The past year’s attendance totaled 1,280, which represents the actual number of repeat 
member participation. We have 149 members, with most of our members attending Haverhill 
Community Middle School and Woodsville High School. 


Our programming has included poetry and song writing workshops, singing and art 
classes, music appreciation, basketball, teen café, dances and a youth suicide program. In 


light of the many tragedies across the United States involving teens, it is imperative that we 
continue to supply our youth with necessary safe outlets for growth and expression. 


White Mountain Mental Health Agency 
White Mountain Health is requesting $472.00 for 1999. 


We were challenged by decreasing revenues and increasing demands for our mental 
health services. In these difficult times, the need for our services continues to escalate. 


Our developmental services staff also face challenges in continuing to individualize 


the supports we provide. Making choices regarding one’s own life may seem like a basic 
part of living, but is relatively new to persons with a developmental disability who may 
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have spent much of their lives in an institution where choices were made for them. Assist- 
ing individuals in the process of connecting with the community as a unique person with 
hopes, needs and desires often requires a great deal of patience and creativity. 


During 1998, 2 Landaff residents received 77 hours of service.

The local funds are combined with the Community Services Block 
Grant, Fuel Assistance and NH Emergency Shelter Grant, Homeless Programs and FEMA. 
We also are the conduit through which the USDA Surplus Food gets distributed to the food 
pantries throughout Grafton County to serve our residents. 


We have greatly appreciated the support and cooperation of the Town of Landaff in the 
past and look forward to continuing our partnership to provide essential services to your 
residents.

North Country Home Health Agency | 


Each year, home health care plays a larger role in providing community-based health 
care services and programs. Increasing numbers of people prefer to receive their health, 
medical and supportive care and services outside the hospital or nursing home. These 
people include seniors who need help to stay in their own homes, adults who are caring for 
aging relatives, young people with chronic illnesses and people of all ages who are dis- 
charged following brief hospital stays. 


In 1998, NCHHA, like other low-cost and efficient home care agencies, was faced with 
severe reductions in Medicare reimbursements. Our greatest challenge became addressing 
our priority to provide essential services to all, regardless of their ability to pay. Thanks to 
Town support, County and State grants, individual donations, and a modest reserve fund, 
NCHHA continues its 27-year tradition of responding to the home health care needs of 
North Country residents. : 


Services provided to residents of Landaff in 1998 included 297 visits by nurses, thera- 
pists, aides, homemakers and companions.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in 
jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with 
forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest 
fire and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest 
laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the State. 
Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers 
with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. Early in 1998, we experienced 
an ice storm, which caused severe damage to forests of New Hampshire. This damage created 
a greater potential fire hazard, as well as safety hazards to many areas of the State. Your local 
Fire Warden and Forest Rangers need your assistance in preventing wildfires in these hard hit 
areas and throughout the State. If you need assistance or information dealing with ice damaged 
woodlands, please call 1-800-444-8978. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft 
patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire 
departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the 
loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

I should 
have realized that the legislative process would move slowly, particularly when 
dealing with such a volative subject as the state’s tax structure. We are no closer now 
than we were a year ago to knowing what might happen. My concern is that a 
statewide equation might impact the Blue School and our tax rate negatively because 
we are so small. Be sure to let your legislator and senator know how you feel about 
any proposed solutions that come forward over the next few months. 


It has been another good year at the Blue School with everything running smoothly- 
except for the hornet’s nest in the ceiling and mice in the boiler room. (Maybe we 
should offer a wildlife biology course). Mrs. Godfrey continues to do a wonderful job. 
For the second year in a row, I have not had a single complaint from a parent. 


Our proposed budget for the 1999-2000 school year is (slightly more/slightly less) than 
last years budget. Over 63.5% of our budget is for tuition costs and we can only 
estimate the number of tuition students we will have next year. The last few years 
have been relatively stable in that regard. 


We did have a request from parents regarding the length of the kindergarten program 
and transportation of those young students. The Board has responded by placing an 
item on the school warrant relative to this issue to be voted on at the Annual School 
Meeting. 


We believe the children at Blue School are getting an excellent start to their 
education. This, in part, is due to all the parents and volunteers who support the 
school and its activities. Thanks. 

We look forward to another good year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Citizens, 


It is my pleasure to write this annual report for the School Districts in the White 
Mountains School Administrative Unit #35. 


The Administrative Unit includes the School Districts of Bethlehem, Lafayette 
Regional, Landaff, Lisbon Regional, Littleton Union and Profile. The unit includes 
thirty-four (34) School Board Members who conduct SAU business at two (2) semi- 
annual meetings held in December and May each year. At those semi-annual meetings 
the majority of thirty four (34) School Board members gives the "Executive Board" 
(made up of each school districts Chairperson and for Littleton a second school board 
member for a total of seven (7) Executive Board members) the authority to supervise 
the Office of the Superintendent. 


The Executive School Board meets monthly with the Superintendent of Schools and 
oversees the direction and operations of the White Mountain School Administrative 
Unit #35. 


These are all public meetings and I invite citizens in all school districts to attend and 
participate. 


How is the White Mountains School Administrative Unit doing in keeping costs to the 
taxpayers.down? The following chart demonstrates the costs for taxpayers in all six 
school districts:

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 


I am pleased to make this annual report to the citizens of the Landaff School District. 
The Districts efforts in the area of special education for the past several years, have 
been directed at allowing students with educational disabilities to fully participate in 
the curriculum and programs offered by the school. The 1997 reauthorization of the 
Individuals with Disabilities Act (IDEA) includes requirements that ensure greater 
participation and achievement by students with disabilities. Special Education Teams 
are now required to address participation in the regular curriculum and any state 
mandated or district wide testing programs. The students’ individual education 
program (IEP) must include statements of how the student will meet the requirements 
of the schools curriculum and testing programs. It is not enough to modify the 
requirements or exempt the student from them. The IEP should describe the ways a 
student will meet the expectations of the curriculum and how achievement will be 
measured. Achievement must be reported to parents on at least the same frequency 
as grades are reported to parents of non-disabled students. 


The Districts continue their efforts to make inclusive educational practices part of the 
total school improvement activities. Inservice training has focused on instructional 
strategies which address the different leaning styles of all students. The Districts also 
continue to participate in the North Country Education Foundation’s (NCEF) Behavior 
Management Project and the statewide Early Intervention Network. Two teachers 
were accepted in the UNH Institute on Disabilities Inclusion Facilitator Training 
Project. This is a two year program leading to a masters degree and advances special 
education certification. Profile and Lisbon Regional Schools were selected as 
demonstration sites for this project. Ongoing consultation from UNH will help the 
schools develop programs and procedures for including all students. All of the districts 
will benefit by having people with specialized training available within SAU #35. 


SAU #35 Districts are serving three hundred sixteen (316) students with educational 
disabilities. Nine (9) students are in residential programs and nine (9) attend public 
schools outside SAU #35. All but five (5) of these students are placed by order of the 
Court. Two hundred ninety eight (298) students with educational disabilities attend 
their neighborhood schools. 


In an effort to maximize opportunities for children in our towns, I sit on the Littleton 
Area Family Violence Council, participate with White Mountain Mental Health in 
developing the Children Services grant application, am a member of the Operation 
Impact advisory board. Through these contacts we have made programs available in 
schools to reduce violence in our communities. The Childrens Services grant will 
provide collaborative community based services available to students at risk of being 
placed in residential programs outside of the community. Operation Impact is a drug 
and alcohol awareness program presented by the Grafton County Department of 
Corrections. 
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Although my title is Director of Special Education, I believe I serve every student in 
our schools. Good educational practice addresses the needs of all students. Effective 
use of community resources must benefit the whole school community. I look forward 
to continuing service to SAU #35.

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STUDENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAM REPORT 


The North Country Student Assistance Program experienced another successful year 
in 1998. Our budget was up from $40,000.00 in 1995 to approximately $80,000.00 for 
the 1998-99 school year, allowing us to expand our staff to two full time masters level 
counselors, one part-time masters level counselor and three graduate school interns. 
Our Student Assistance Program offers a wide range of programs to youth ages five 
through eighteen, including one on one counseling, a monthly high school talent 
showcase and a middle school community service program. Our Volunteen Program, 
which recruits and trains middle school students to volunteer their services in the 
community has over fifty participants and is now very involved in New Hampshire 
legislation and policy making around issues of youth tobacco use. Our Art of Living 
Program has received numerous write-ups as we continue to allow students to produce 
a monthly talent showcase that features young artists from around the state. We are 
additionally continuing to offer our standard programs including the first grade "I Am 
Special" program, the third grade "Project Cooperation" and our sixth grade "Star" 
program. Over 200 students utilized our one on one and group counseling services in 
1998. 


One of the highlights of 1998 was the implementation of Project Impact a collaborative 
project with the Department of Corrections which allows high school students to tour 
the Grafton County Jail and speak with a panel of inmates, all of whom are serving 
time for drug and alcohol related offenses. This experience has proven to be 
tremendously powerful, as students come to understand the relationship between 
substance abuse and criminality and the sad reality of incarceration. To date over 150 
students have participated in this program. By June, we expect that over 300 students 
will have taken part. 


October 1998 marked two years of service for Lisa Brown, MA who is working as both 
a counselor and coordinator of our "Art of Living" program. Lisa, who is a 1995 
graduate of Antioch University, lends a tremendous amount of energy to the Student 
Assistance Program, and is well liked by both students and staff. She is currently 
assigned to both Lisbon Regional and Profile schools. 


Arlene Soule continues in her sixth year with the Student Assistance Program. She 
both designed and teaches "Star" and "I_ Am Special" programs which have been 
recognized throughout the state as "exceptional" prevention programs. She 
additionally coordinates our Volunteen and Partners in Reading programs. 


As for me, I am half way into my fifth year as Coordinator and enjoying myself more 
than ever. Last June, I graduated from Goddard College with a Master’s Degree in 
Psychology. My thesis examined substance abuse among adolescents in the North 
Country and has been presented to prevention professionals both in New Hampshire 
and Vermont.
